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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, claims 23-35, in the reply filed on May 7, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. As a result, claims 4136-39 and 41-43 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention. 

_ _ Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102- 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 23 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawajiri et 
al. (US 4,788,811). 

With respect to Claim 23, Kawajiri discloses an apparatus for forming a bottom end wall 
of a carton including: a mandrel (22) adapted to receive a carton blank (1) and arranged to 
perform an intermittent rotary motion to index the carton blank through a heating station (P2 & 
P3), a folding station (P4) and a pressure sealing station (P5); wherein the folding station 
includes a pair of oppositely disposed reciprocating break fingers (26), and a reciprocating 
hooder unit (142) having a first and second angled surfaces that contact and fold two of the panel 
of the carton as the hooder unit moves toward the mandrel (FIGS 24 & 25). 
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With respect to Claim 34, each of the break fingers is generally L-shaped and is pivotable 
about a pivot point (143) located at one of the ends of the break finger. 



5. Claims 24-33 and 35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
